Resolution Introduced in Last Busy Days of

WASHINGTOX, JUNE 28.—The tremendous finan- 


cial burden cntai'|l by the war was a_air impressed on 
congress today when Chairmau KiU-hin, of the ways and 
means committee called up his resolution authorizing new 
bond issues of »8,OUO.OUO,000 in the house. 


The introduction of the resolution came as a surprise 


to a majority of the members of both houses. 
It was ex- 


pected that no new authorization to issue bonds would be 
asked by the treasury department until after the mid- 
summer recess of congress. 


Altho many members frankly stated that they saw no 


necssity for consideration of the resolution in the rush of 
the last days of the fiscal year, there was nowhere in evi- 
dence any disposition to oppose it or to delay its enact- 
ment.
